Thi feniftil thunderstorm wtiirJi not long since 
passed over Sydney most hare- awakes** the 

attention or many thoughtful minds to the 
means of protecting life ud property (torn de- 
struction by lightning, w d miut hire power- 
fully impressed rout penoai with the awful 
«Lftnificue» of the electrical forces at work in 
the atmosphere, in relation to which mm 
appeart to utterly ielplass. 

It rosy not be out of place it thU lime 
to give a particular consideration to the 
pruiiiples according to which llght- 
ning conductors should be fixed, tnd, in 
connection therewith, to the nature of thunder- 
Morms generally. For many of the following 
remarks 1 am indebted to two works of great 
celebrity — " On Thunderstorm*/' by Sir W. 
Snow Harris, and the " Trentise on Electricity,"' 
by A. tie la Hire— works which ous;ht to be 
more gBfterally known, written by pliilosopticra 
of the higheet scientific iMIainmem*. 

In a country where the electric disturbance 
in I he atmosphere ia an great and so frequent 
as it is in. Aitatrtlia, one ia not prepared to find 
lightning conductors to seldom used in Sydney. 
In. the present adranced state of physical 
knowledge, it is 10 bo prrmnned thai it in need- 
lean to prove (bat metallic rod* erected against 
buildings du actually protect iWc buildings 
from the destructive effects of lightning. Very 
few persona will now be ready 'o deny the use 
of ihem : and yet very few ap]>ear fully to re- 
cognise (ho extent and reality of the protection 
Hi ii.. afforded ; they think it unlikely their house 
may be struck, and look upon lightning con- 
ductors as waste, of money. However well the 
facia of elefbieej law* maybe known — howecer 
well sdentiSc men may be agreed that, by the 
judicious employment of metallic bodies, we 
may ensure protection against lightajng,— 
certain it is that the principle itself ia far from 
being generally understood or universally 
a doited. Indeed, to mtltlinp prejudicies arising 
entirely out of a mrsapprehenaion of the laws of 
electrical discharge may be traced the great 
destruction of life aad preperhr so frequently 
occurring from the effects of lightning. It it 
strange flat it should be so, for in no depart- 
ment of physical science Is the field of observa- 
tion more fertile, or the path of experience more 
direct and certain; and we have at our command 
the result of observations for nearly a century, 
during which time lightning rods have been 
employed. It is not unimportant here to form 
an idea of the number of parsons -who are 
annually struck by l%htning in different 
countries. In Franca, between 183fi and 1 BS2, 
M. Duudin shows that not leas than 1303 per- 
miii- were killed, which gives a mean of six 
vk tints per month : and the question here is 
only of persona killed, not of those merely 
"truck by lightning. SI. Boudin hag extended 
his researches to other Countries besides 
l-jcmcc. He line found the average 
persons killed to be 9.04 far Sweden. 
3 for Belgium, and 33 for England : Meriann 
has found SO for the United Status. By Ihe 
side of these facts we may glance at the amount 
of properly destroyed. A writer in " Nichol- 
son's Journal of Science " states that he has 
calculated ihe average annua] amoutil of damage 
by lij-htning ia England alone 1u be not far 
short of £ 10,000. With regard to ahipa, it is 
not possible to state precisely what amount of 
damage Lai bucn sustained : out the following 
facts, taken by Sir W. 5. Harris, from the 
oftiriil journals at the Admiralty, may enable 
pome ideti to be funned of the disoattous efftcV*' 
of thunderstorms at sea: " In ISO cases, [fie 
majority of which cccurred between the years 
17S9 and 1S15, nearly 100 lower musts of line- 
i it- bat tie ships and frigates, with a correspond- 
ing number of topmasts and smaller eptt'rs, 
together with various stores, were wholly or 
pfiifiallj destroyed. One ship in eight was 
*£t on lire in some part of the 
ligfliug or sails : upwards o£ seventy 
penmen Here killed and 183 wounded, exclusive 
of nineteen eases in which the number of 
ttoiiTiderl is returned as ''many 1 * or 1L several." 
In one-tenth of these cases the ships were 
completely disabled, and they were rompolleil 
in many instances to leave their stations, and 
thst, too. at a critical period or uur history, 
'flic expenditure in these few eases in ihe mere 
material could not have been fur short of 
.£1(10.000 sterling. So that, ir the whole amount 
of t fit loss to ihe public in men, in money, and 
in services of ships, could be ascertained, it would 
necessarily prove to be enormous ; more 
especially when we take into account the 
expense of the detention and refit of 
the damaged vessels, — the average cost of a 
single line-nf- battle ship to the country being 
1100 per diem and upwards. Now, between 
the years 1809 and 181,5— that is to say, 
will in the short period of six years — 
fully thirty sail of the line and fifteen 
frigates were more or less disabled." Surely 
this is sufficient to show lite importance of giv- 
ing the subject a minute and weighty ronsider- 
ution. 

It has been thought that the existence around 
Sydney of masses of sandstone, some of which 
contains much iron, bits an influence upon the 
formation of thunderstorms, and the explosion 
of lightning over their surface. That such in- 
fluence really exists, has not, however, been 
sufficiently determined by any accurate observa- 
tion [ nor are we perfectly warranted in such a 
supposition, when we consider that the iron 
dues not exist in mattes, but U disseminated 
very sparingly through the greater part of the 
rocks. Indeed, we team from the interior that 
the thunderstorms which occur over districts 
tvhere no ferruginous formation? exist, are often 
more violent than they are in Sydney. 
Where, however, ore is found in masses, at 
or near the surface, its connection with storms 
may possibly be very decided. It has been ob- 
eerved that this ie the esse at jfrondone, on the 
Appenines, where a rich iron mine pierces the 
ground in the form of a peak. During July 
and August it ia seldom that a hot day passes 
without an electric clottd forming over the terri- 
tory of Orondone ; this cloud eventually bursts 
on the mine itself. On the other hand, it is the

Biuh 
relation very probably exists : and physicists 
have already been led to perceive that the 
nature of the soil 1* net without influence over 
ihe superficial extent of shower*. 

It must have been observed that the thunder- 
storms which we experience in flydnej- gene- 
rally approach us (rout the north-west j and to 
this circumstance, probable, fa to be attribute! 



the great altitude at which they pas* overhead, 
ud also their diminished intensity compared 
with their effete in the Interior ; fcr thunder- 
storms are notably weakened after passing over 
a large forest 

Bo unlooked-for. and tpparently so capri- 
cious, is the course which the lightning- 11 .wti 
frequently takes — striking indiscriminately troes, 
rocks, buildings, and even the bare ground itself 
—thai a person might imagine himself to be 
equally in danger wherever ho may happen 
to he during a storm. Yet observation suffi- 
ciently prove* that tb* electric fluid really follows 
certain directions in preference to others, and 
that it is possible tin us, in a great measure, to 
guard outsebes from its effects by methods 
which science has unerringly pointed out. 
Wherever lightning may happen to fall, it tends 
by preference towards conducting bodies which 
may happen to be there, and first of all toward 
metals; but these conducting bodies du not 
appear to have invited the lightning thai way 
iii the first instance— Oiat depends on the 
hygromatric condition of the stratum Df 
air Ihrsugli whk-h the electric fluid has 
to pass. During a storm, It would 
be therefore dangerous to remain in the 
proximity of metallic bodies, more especially if 
they be insulated and scattered about. In like 
manner, to stand in the middle of a r.ioni 
between mirrors or pictures, Drt ojipafite walls, 
would be to incur groat risk, for the ten 
dency of the electric fluid, if il found nn con- 
tinuous conductor round the room, would be to 
dart from one point to the other diametrically 
npposiio, meeting in i(a course whatever may be 
in the war in Ihe middle of the room. Com- 
plete insulation certainly mitigates (he dangei 
with which one may be threatened, but does not 
cause it altogether to disappear ; indeed, glass 
itself is not always respected by lightning, as 
was shown lately at Mr. Lenshan's house. 
Chimneys should by all means be avoided, for 
the soot is a ready conductor ; but as there i- 
nerer any commitniration between the toot and 
the moist earth, the alsotrio fluid usually ex- 
plodes at the fl replace, and ia diverted towards 
objects la the room. There is indeed no place 
in an unprotected house so dangerous as tlio 
fireplace. It ia usually recommended to keep 
atvaj from sheets of water, but really wlthoul 
showing danger to exist in the vicinity of that 
element any more than in other places ; 
for, were it so, wo eld we not hear of the ahtp- 

Cing in our harbour, and houses on its margin, 
eing struck by lightning every time a storm 
passes over * Cavendish has shown that the 
conduclibility of water is less by i 00 ,000,000 
times than that or iron. It is known by much 
sad experience that trees have been often fatal 
to persons who had sought shelter under them 
from the storm. Il would seem that resinous 
trees are. for equal heights, lesi struck than 
others, whk-h would be due to lbs fac-t that ihey 
do not conduct so well : it is difficult, however, 
1 to deduce this conclusion wilh any certjiniy 
I from the facts hitherto observed, which are 
neither sufficiently numerous nor sufficiently 
simple for much confidence to be placed in 
them ; for the nature of the ground upon which 
the tree rests, the greater or less depth to which 
its roots penetrate, its abundance of sap. arc ro 
many circumstances which modify the con- 
ducting property of the tree. It is considered to 
be com para lively safe lobe at it moderate distance 
from trees : and the protection they afford to 
buildings is considerable when they grow nut 
far froA fcj^- wall, and where the building has 
no isolaad Abuttals atlncV*' to it. The Kev, VV\ 
II, already uTiiwn attention to the 

]jrot*ctrve""p'roperty of trees against tho dangers 
cf lightning. Vet it would by no means be sate 
to trust to them, when wo have so much better 
eonductotB at comroai.d. They are very pooj- 
substitutrs for metallic lightning rods : fur, 
when slrutk, their imperfect comluctihilily very 
seldom enable them to withstand the shock, in j 
which case there ia much danger of a lateral 
discharge : and examples are quoted of houses 
being struck, although commanded by trees 
very near and much moie elevated than they, 
nbich is probably due, at lies been proved in 
iLiany eases, to the fact that the ground upon 
which the tree grew was a much less good con- 
ductor than that upon which the house rested. 
It ia also prudent to keep at a certain distance 
from telegraphic wires, in order to escapn the 
shock, which Professor Henry hat shown may 
result from induction. 

But we may, indeed, in this manner, bo led 
to draw up so large a ral:ilogue of what to avoid, 
that we should in Ihe end be compelled to ad- 
vise persons to du an impossibility, viz., to 
keep near nothing. 

In approaching ihe consideration of light- 
ning conductors, toward* which the preceding 
observations have been made Jo converge, it 
must be understood at the outset that there ere 
no bodies in nature which prr/ec/ty conduct or 
pnf-trly obstruct the pawagc of electricity, their 
differences being only of degree— but a degree 
so great that we are easily enabled to class ify 
those at the extremes of Ihe series into con- 
ductors and fton- conductors. Observation has 
taught that lightning, ia general, ia directed 
upon the most elevated parts of buildings ; 
that it directs ilself in preference upon 
metals ; that when once it has penetrated 
Into a metallic mass, it does not produce 
damage until the moment of its escape, and 
around the points by which this escape is 
brought about ; that, finally, the moist earth 
presents to the lightning an easy escape, which 
is not accompanied by any damage when the 
metal which contains it it carried deeply into the 
ground. It ' should be recollected that the 
whole mass of the building is a conductor to a 
certain extent; and its chance of escaping 
danger from a discharge of lightning increases 
with its power of transmitting tie electrical dis- 
charge by which It was assailed. Hence it fol- 
lows, that if a building had perfect conducting 
power in all its parti, or was composed of metal 
throughout, aad that some portion of this metal 
was plunged a little deeply lato moist earth or 
into water, then the house would be protected 
from its roof to its foundation, and damage 
from lightning would be unknown. Thus dis- 
charges of lightning strack repeatedly die iron 
steamboat which accompanied Under in his 
last attempt to explore the interior or 
Africa, without producing on it the slightest 
effect, whilst the vessels built of wood and metal 
were damaged. When there are on the roof of 
tn edifice several metallic masses, completely 
separated from each ether, It is difficult, and 
even impassible, lo know which, of these masses 
will be struck by lightning in preference. The 
bent means of getting out ol the dMculty it 
to unite all the separate misses by metal 
bars or bands, so that thus they all commuoi- 
eote with the conductor. Da la Hive tays : 
■ The best meant of protecting an edifice from 
lightning is carefully to furnish its roof with 
metallic hands .tinned iron, zinc, lead), taking 
the precaution that there is no break in the eon ■ 
lintuty between them, and making them atl 
coramnnicate metallically with the earth by 
means of rods of iron, or even by means 
simply of the metallic spouts intended to con- 
vey the rainwater to the ground: only this 
probation must be taken, fiat 
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rods or tubes penetrate sufficiently deaf) 
into the ground . to ranch eaith that 
ia permanent*)' moist." It it clear from 
this that a great number of (he l> sliding! In 

Sydney might easily be protected without in- 
curring much expense; and, also, that the 
system of protection adopted with tegsrd t 
somn edifices here is radically wrong, and aren 
dangerous, from the extreme care wilh which 
(lie conductora are prevented, by insulation, 
from coming into contact with any of the metals 
on the roof or wall— a proceeding which could 
have been dktaiL-,; . ily by a total misapprahan- 
si on of the laws of electricity, exhibiting an en- 
fire distrust of Ihe protecting means employed ; 
t* it ite terrible iash, which pierced some 
hundreds of feet nf atmospheric air would not 
penetrate a few in< 



non-conducting 
matt-rial, if it had the slightest tendency to pas* 
that way.— and that non-conductor, moreover, 
converted into a tqlerable conductor as soon as 
it becomes wet by the descending ruin. Listen 
l« whut Sir W, Snow Harris says on this 
subject ; — ■ 
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" CoailiiL-tcre for ihe protection of buildings 
are not nnfrc quently insulated in their course 
by means of glass, pitch, 1 or some bad eon- 
d ut for, or otherwise arc applied at short dls- 
lontca from ihe walls, so as to interpose a 
*i i in vim of air between them and the building. 
This piiiclice is not only useless, hut disadran- 
t^gtcniti, anrt ii manifestly inconsistent with the 
principle on which conductors are applied, vin., 
ilitcl of providing; a line of conduction to tho 
cailh, which, by a law of nature, the electrical 
disehstgc will follow Ln preference lo any other. 
To imagine the jiossibility of ila lenving tuob a 
line, to move in n more difficult path through 
the building, ia virtually to admit that ws dis. 
trust the facts upon which our reasoning it 
founded. Bui an electrical discharge ut never 
found to leave an enHy tine of transit In order 
to pass upon nutter out of such a line : the in- 
sulation of conducting rods it evidently unne- 
cessary. If the conductor be placed al a 
short distance from the building, it is 
decidedly badly placed, since experience has 
shown thai discharges of lightning are often 
uncertain, and determined through the air in 
other directions than that of the conductor. 
Hence we cannot apply a conductor too closely 
to the walls of the building which w» desire to 
defend. Besides, it may be observed that if by 
any taw of electrical action the discharge could 
pass out of the line of the conductor, it it very 
unlikely to become arrested ia auch a course by 
a few inches of any solid insulating substance, 
or by a few feet of air.'' 

Surely this is decisive enough ; end Professor 
Ffrrsdny, at a recent meeting of the British 
Association, spoke positively to ilie same effect. 
This being the case, what shall we say to the 
worse practice, not uncommon in flydnec, of 
insululiiip the conductor from metals on the roof? 

Of cijtial importance with making the con- 
dtirlor continuous is the carrying of the lower 
end of the rod into permanently moist earth 
or inlo water: if not, il will become charged 
itself wilh the electricity, of lie same nature as 
tint of the chiud, and may give rise to very 
dangerous explosions: and if the conduct oi he 
imperfect, either in Ihis manner or from break 
of continuity, the lightning, instead of traversing 
it, will tun llie risk of being carried laterally 
upon Ibr neighbouring ronilucting bodies, and 
it will becurue much more hurtful than useful. 

Sir \V, Snow Harris gives the folio wing prac- 
Jical deductions with respect In lightning con- 
duct ors : — ■

Next (o ci I'prr, zinr ii the best conductor, 
being about twice as good as iron : wide hntiiJ* 
of if might be conveniently nailed to ihe roof 
and the w r nlls, The solidity ami extent of sue* 
face in the conductor are circumstances that are 
too frequently overlooked, and to which many 
accidents might be attributed. 

1 he question will very naturally be asked, 
how far the protective pr>wer of the conductor 
extendi,? or, in other words, bow far docs its 
inline nee reach in attracting lightning ? After 
numerous experiments, the French philosophers 
hare determined thai it has art influence over a 
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circular space having a radius twice the height 
of the rod front the ground ; and M. do la Rice 
quotes this without questioning its correctness. 
Hut Bir W. M. Harris shows very plainly that 
this is by no means a general truth. '* All the 
experience {he says) we have of the operation 
of conductors on discharges of lightning tends 
to the conclusion that they have no influence 
whatever in determining the course of such dis- 
charges, further than arises out of Ihe circum- 
■tiDce cf their furnishing an easy line of con- 
duclion. ,T That is, although it does not draw to 
il die flash from the cloud, yet it does draw it 
when that flash approaches it on its 
way to the earth. For it is the 
earth as a mass which determines the eleelric 
fluid to leave the cloud ; eccondarv inflnences, 
such as buildings, trees, ^c, cause it afterwards 
to deviate when it hat descended near the 
earth's surface.* We have talked as if the pro- 
cess was stow and could be seen, but it actually 
is instantaneous — with tho remarkable excep- 
tion of gfabvtsr lightning, which has sensible 
duration, which has not yet been 
accounted for. 

That tho lightning rods do not aflbrd , 
tion over any considerable distance is' 
from a number of facts which are on record. 
The following are the most striking :— 

H.H.S. Endymion was struck by lightning 
at Calcutta, in March, 1B13. This frigate had 
a chain conductor on the main mist, applied In 
the mast approved way. The electrical explo- 
sion, instead uf falling on the conductor, struck 
the foremast, shivered the top-gal bint and tor>- 
mast, and damaged the lower mast. How, in 
this case, the mast struck was not above fifty 
feet distant from the mainmast, which was 
furniahed with n conductor with a radius of 150 
fee*.- (Ship's log.) 

Another case It Ihat of H U.S. .Etna, which 
was struck by several heavy electrical dis- 
charges atOorfu, in January, 1830. These, for 
the moat part, passed down a chain-conductor oa 
the rcainmnel. One of the discharges, however, 
struck the ship near the bow, and exploded 
about twelve feet above tho forecastle, dote to 
the for em a .1, knocking down all Ihe people on 
deck, and doing other damage. — { Ship's log.) 

The belief in the wide influence of light- 
ning-conductor* has been converted in many 
places into a plausible and popular objection to 
their use, They are wid lo invite the lightning 




» A* buddings which, otherwise, would not 
mil on them ; that shosOd Has electric, sbirge be 
greater than the rod *an carry, the rneWael 
qosoWy rauat neceseaailj. have a destractire 
enect; end thit, sine* ws can never know the 
quantity of electricity which may be discharged 
from Ihe clouds, w» can never be certain 
(hat the conductor will safely convey tho charge. 
Yet there lim e not been adduced in support of 
(his any substantial fact or any known law of 
electrldty. We hive already seen how erro- 
neous is Ihe idea that the influence of the rod 
extends to s great distance ; and with regard to 
■ Is dimensions, Sir Vf. S. Harris, after carefully 
examining several instances in illustration, con- 
cludes by saying:—" We may, therefore, feel 
quite assured that a copper rod of three quarter 
inches in diameter, or an equalquanlity of metal 
under any other form, could withstand (he heat- 
ing effect of any discharge of electricity which 
has yet come within Ihe experience of man- 
kind." 

So strongly has the objection to conductors 
been insisted on. that the Governor- General 
and Council of the East India Company were 
led to order the lightning-tods, to be removed 
from their powder-mugarincrs and other public 
buildings, having in the year come to Ihe 
conclusion, from certain representations of 
their scientific officers, that lightning rods wore 
attended liy more danger tuan advantage | in 
the J ace of which conclusion a magazine and a 
cctning-house. not haling lightning rods, were 
aliutk b) lightning and blown up. Nty, many 
have even gone so far as to conceive the idea of 
rcpclliiig lightning tiy placing glass halls on 
projecting points of buildings. The vane rod 
of t'hris tclmrch, ut Doncuster, had a glass ball 
al one time, nntil a diashtrge of hriitning fell 
on the building and destroyed nearly half of the 
*ptre, besides doing other dsmsge, 

So convinced is Sir W. 8. Harrii of the 
neutral state of the lightning rod thai we find 
him sxpettt himself thus : — " Not only Is the 
idea Ihat a lightning rod invites the lightning 
unstipported by any fact, but it is absolutely 
at variance with the wliole course of ex- 
perience It it rattier the 

patient (linn the agent ;' and such con- 
ductors can no more be said to attract or 
iavile a discharge of lightning then a water- 
course can be said to attract the water which 
flows through it at Ihe time of heavy 
rain, or than a rain pipe can be said to draw 
down or invite the rain which flaws through 
it," Thit is very positive, and quite contrary to 
(he ppular idea entertained of the lightning 
conductor, A superficial view of this may lead 
to the impression that conductors are of no use 
whatever : but it will be seen that when light- 
ning fills on Ihem Ibey conduct perfectly safe, 
and that they tvn cause Ihat lightning to de- 
linte towards them from small distances. It 
would apneiir that it is the earth itself which 
determines the tleclric chsrga in ihe first in- 
fluhre fo leave fltccloud, and not isolated bodies 
on the earlh's nurfucef and were the aerial 
slralum through which it has to pass every where 
of Ihe same cottductthilr. these dbtcluirges 
would always descend to the earth ia perpen- 
dicular linen. Hut it lias been ascertained thit 
Ihe unequal humidity of the .iLmnipliero causes 
Ihem to tike n ccurse which can never be cal- 
culated upon, sometime* 7.ig . i;. sometimes 
forked, but evtntnally reaching the earth, unless 
attracted by another cloud: always following* 
line which offers the least resistance to Its 
lirogre.-f, "Now, ;il I bodies in I fTvcning between 
lie electric cloud and the earth (including all 
{i hjtt Is on the earth's surface 1 , uto thus india- 
rriminetely liable lo be struct;. If conductors, 
no horm is done; if non conductors, more or 
less destruction will be llie rcaull. The instances 
in which bodies seem to have determined Ihe 
course of lightning have been carefully recorded ; 
but little attention hn.i been given to those 
toslMtrcs in which lightning hus pa«scd in quite 
olherditeclion*. Dr. Winlhrop males iltiit atrce, 
which stood only fifty two feet from a pointed 
conductor attached to a house, was struck by

I he whole assumption. H-M.S. Southampton, 
Cifl guns. ex|tericnced a heavy thunder storm on 
the itnth June. Ik li. on the coast of South 
America t the electric discharge ivm 
not drawn down exclusively upon the 
conductors, although it actually fell with violence 
itjicin the sea close to the vessel. Two of her 
MajcAty's ships of war, the Aaia and the Pswer- 
ful, while at anchor at a short distance of ouch 
oilier in Vourla Bay, in the Mediterranean, were 
exposed to a severe thunderstorm. The Pow- 
erful was unprovided with any lightning con- 
ductors, while the Asia had one on each of her 
masts, The ship without conductors sustained 
great damage from a discharge which fell upon 
her : the one which had conductors, where 
every " invitation to the electric fluid was 
most prominent, was not observed to be strack 
at all, A similar resiill on bisard the Sapphire 
is iccorded in the report of the Commission on 
Shipwreck by Lightning. The ship was armed 
with conductors, and the commander states that, 
though the lightning flanked in quick succession 
all around the ship, yet she was never struck. 
The long rigsag track of lightning consequent 
on atmospheric resistance, may cause it to fall 
very obliquely on the earth's surface, and, 
indeed, even to btcomn horizontal. Mr. Alex- 
ander Small states, in a letter to Dr. Franklin, 
that he taw lightning past before hia window in 
a direction nearly horizontal, and strike a 
clock-tower far beneath its summit. 

I consider that the fallacy of the wide influ- 
ence of the lightning conductor has now been 
sufficiently illustrated ; and the importance of 
this port of the subject seemed to demand the 
■pace thst hot been given to it. We are 
slow enough to erect a lightning rod, and we 
trust far too much to It when it is erected. 
More metal should be spread over our buitdingt 
connected with each other tnd wilh the ground ; 
but a house will not be jwr/sc/fy protected un- 
less its roof be entirely composed of metal in 
communication with Ihe earth. 

It is not unrecorded that buildings armed 
with conductors have sometimes been damaged 
by lightning ; bat there is not one of these 
ciiscs in which defects of construction have not 
beep recognised of a nature to explain the cause 
of the accident ; and it ie rather singular that 
all such exceptional instances may be cited la 
illustration of Ihe advantage of the conductors 
ia enabling the electric fluid to pass with safety 
from the atmosphere. 

With regard to Mr. Lsnehan's home, which 
sustained damage from lightning though elabo- 
rately provided with conductors, it may be 
shown that, but for the conductor, the damage 
would hare been much greater than it was, tot 
it was reported Ihat a part of the charge was 
safely conveyed by it : and it may be farther 
shown that the conductor was not sufficiently 
massive for its length, or that it did not pene- 
trate into the ground sufficiently deep to raach 
sarlh that was permanently moist. The charge 
divided between the conductor and the chimney.

Nothing hut an ex- 
treme ur((i!iiry will justify a departure from 
.-a - J prachre, tind no auth urgency couttl he 
plcfiiled on llint occ^ninn. And though it in 
rt-ry dc^iruhle thai the dbpute, at lenst su fat 
us it Lrnptdo* (ho (imgress of the «(irk«. 
•*■■<•> M he settled as quickly as jwsaiLile, it is 
moat likely that the encjuiiry into (Lie 
nature mi merit 9 of it co'dld be 
fonducttd fur more eotiveniently befors 
a select coaimillee tlian by tbo whole 
House. For the probabilities are that after a 
fen- intetrogationa tlie iiuestion would be fuujnd 
fO to amplify itself, and to depend for ita eluci- 
dation on jutb a variety of dotutneal*. u w 
heconto quite unmanageable by the Home. If 
llie select Aonintittee kitting on rniUviiy nutters 
rrenerallf would take tbe lubject in nand and 
pruaeculc the enquiry briikly, il would ba of 
{treat advmt»se to the public aervics. The 
public would then know where the blame lies, 
and the Ctovcmmont would be helped to inter- 
fere with decision. It »•»« mfflcicntly appucal 
front tbo *tkteraentfl that were made that ths 
Executive bad got itaolf cnUogled, and did not 
clearly srs its way out of the mew, and, an in 
Hbual in such case*, would very gladly 
have the Lelp nf Parliament to tnkc 
the redponsibility off il* shoulJora. Mr. 
FoHaii.u, who received Uis quarrel aa i 
legacy left bim by the preceding administration. 
admitted that, during all the time be wiia in 
i trice-, lie was never able to forma satisfactory 
opinion upon it, and now it has reverted to Lhe 
hands of >lr. )W! m-.v, under whnac tenure 
of olHce it origiuated. Thai gentleman made it 
uppenr tlint tt.c whole origin of the quarrel was 
from the works- liaving bi-cn commoitced before 
the iiaual bond and eontracl had been Hi^netl. 
l!ut on lhe lace df it tlii* fa an insorHeionl cix- 
lilanntioa ; for a prtrmin; lo digit, would in the 
Uise of such contractors as Messrs. VtLiu and 
Co., be os morally hiiuiing as an aituul signa- 
ture, or else their agent muM |-ery much nii^- 
rtprcat-nt the charac ter they have olilaiDed. Hal 
a demur would be intelligible if the bond and 
contract were not wh*l in usual, or if an 
unusual meaning wore to be attached to the 
muni n orde. The quarrel ban not been between 
the Ksccutivo and the contractor, hut between 
the railway dcpaitment and the eunlruclor. It 
is- lhe proper bui.inesd of the Executive lo decide 
upon lhe cunduct of the department when up- 
pculrd to — to nipport it if it has been rij{hl, to 
make h give way if it hun been wrong. Should 
lhe eiutiiiry pfiote that the officer* of the depart- 
ment have been tiulvtoo iittenrivc to liie public 
iutttcal lo prove convtiiiicnl to the contractor — 
that iheir offence has consisted in ivalcliin^ hi.n 
Uo narrowly — that they biive refused conces- 
sions and cluii promises that would liave ltd to 
more eritly nnil less satisfactory work— that 
they have only stood in the way of contractors' 
dodge*, uid lhe too customary understandings 
by iilticb fortunes have been made nl lhe cost 
of the public through tbe cimnivance- 
i f tiiple who were appointed as the 
pubUe giiardiiiiis - but that in all iither 
respci Is ihcy have rendered every available and 
legitimate afc*isttince to the prosecution of tbe 
works, they will not only be cleared from all 
reproach, but the value of the department will 
be more clearly manifested. If, however, on 
the other hand, it should appear that they have 
been nin« up their own hands, and thoae of 
the contractor, with red tape — that (heir eo- 
ojvatttrieii uiih him has been a form only, and 
not a reality— that they have been jealous of all 
suggestions! that did not emanate from tlicm- 
si-lics. they will exhibit the department as little 
billt-T than a costly and clumsy contrivance for 
obstructing the public service. From thoir paal 
management we should liave no grounds for 
art; timing them to be guilty of such conduct, 
At the same lime, the eagerness with which 
Mr. Ultonns! courts enquiry, both through the 
Tresd and the Parliament, affords a presump- 
tion that be nt k\r-t tliinki hunself to be 
in ihe tight. If lie were conscious uf having 
been up to any scamping dodged, and 
of liai ing been baulked by the skill and virtue 
of the department, be would hardly court an 
exposure of his intended fraud and its failure. 

The correspondence already published ob- 
viously discloses only a mere fraction of the 
case. I'oinls were alluded to by the I'm mi an 
as forming an essential part of it, which are not 
brought forward in any of the documents which 
have as yet seen the day. And Mr, Rhohes, 
in a letttr which appeared Ln our last Friday's 
iasue, throws some fresh light on the point at 
issue. In that cornmuiiication he atates that 
with respect to tbe loan of the permanent 
rails to contractors, he litu fully satisfied 'the 
Government that bo lias asked nothing more 
than the usual practice in England, and 
that the point has since been par- 
tially Coticcdcd lo him. If the cor- 
respondence, when published, fully bears 
bim out in thia he will so far hare vindi- 
cated his conduct and justified hi* complainants 
against the department. And certainly if he 
has "leadi" of a mile and a hair, he must be 
accommodated with mile of some aH-t to enable 
him to get along with the work quickly, and be 
could hardly be expected to have brought out 
an adequate supply of contractors' rail* from 
England for a « ingle job, unless they could be 
taken off hie band* at their value whoa the 
work wia finished. The fact that the Arm he 
represents was specially invited to undertake the 
workt, and that "he wad officially promised that 
"every facility" ehould be rendered, would 
naturally lead him to expect tbe 
colony would attain a jiuitit occa- 
sionally to meet his necessities, or 
at least grant him the full measure 
of nssislanco that it was customary lo 
Kraut in England. If the department has com? 
short of this, it id to blame, and has to a certain 
extent compromised the honour of the colony 
h; not krepinjr failh with the contractors. But 
i of getting the usual fatalities.

Mr. R u oi>es hap bean trying to eitort more 
than he tu entitled to, and been end savouring 
to tull| the department into compliance, he 
will find that he has overreached himself. 

With respect to the designa for the bridges, 
lhe rcsponaibility rests with the engineer A 
contractor of large and varied pootice may 
often contribute valuable suggestion* and criti- 
cienu, and an engineer should never consider 
bimtelf su infajfible aa lo be above accenting 
bints from any quarter, or resent the offer of 
Ihem os insu'istu himself. But when all baa been 
said, and duly considered, the contractor must 
submit on nil matter* of construction without 
evasion Lo the dt , b,ion of the engine ct. It is 
eut of the ipiesli, i that he ran be allowed to 
have his own way in opposition lo the officer 
specially nppointt d and paid in consideration of 
his superior scientific knowledge. Hut U the 
Executive had really cared In look ufier lhe in- 
terest of the public, and lo get a reliable 
opinion ua to the bridges Mr. 'WfliTTOH de- 
signed and Mr. ttnoDEs condemned, nothing 
would have been easier than to have trans- 
mill rd a copy of the design tu some eminent 
consulting engineer in England, staling ill Ike 
funiculars its to hciglil. span, incline, fcc, and 
asking whether such s stmelurc would lie safe. 
»nd hoiv long it would probably hist. The 
nnswer would hnvo been out in six months!, rind 
il is miw nearly twelve since Mr. ttttoinis's oh- 
Jet lions w ere first lodged. 

Mr. R)i onus says tlmt all the plans Tor the. 
works bare not yet been given him, and' 
cspcrittlly that (ha! for the Menangle viaduct, 
the most important work do the line, is not yet 
forthcoming, nnd thul he does not even know 
of what material il is to be constructed, so that 
he cannot wen make provision to be in readi- 
ness to begin the moment the plans are given 
bim, Thia is a charge that certainly requires 
explanalion, as the spirit if not the wording of 
the promises made to him implied that he 
should not be kept waiting, but that every- 
thing should be ready aa fast ax he really 
wanted it. Mr. Whtttox has urged that he 
cannot obtain the serviced of properly qualified 
assiatanl, but the design of so importune a work 
»» the Menangle bridge would hardly be en- 
trusted to any assistant. 

Mr. KnonEs says that even now, notwith- 
standing all the delays that have taken place, 
ha could get the works finished M several 
months before the time stipulated in the con- 
tract." Tliis is important. The time fixed is 
the end of the year. Bui if the Southern 
gold-field* are going to turn out prosperously, 
(here will he n Isrge traffic in that direction 
next spring, say by the beginning of September. 
Il would be n great accomrnodatioii to the 
public, andu gain tu the finances of Ihe de- 
[i:irtnienl, if the line could he open for traffic 
to Pic ton by that lime.

A few 
iwlches are said to hare yielded tolerably well, 
l.ut taken as a whole, the rush riiaiumed out a 
fnilure. A man who came into Kitndra for the 
purple of asking the f'anifuissir>nar's aid in 
flcciding llie ownership of som.ii disputed claims, 
3k «f opinion that the place will yet turn Out 
well, lie tad bis mates have n hole which pay* 
lliein from I on. io 1 J or. a dsy — at least so he 
says, and in support of his assertion 
he wan able to produce a small 
. inutility of gold. There is no commissioner or 
other official on the spot yet, nor do [ think the 
Kinndra establishment will bo able to send any 
one oier. The population it the new difrjrinfji 
is not likely, however, to incrcme, for the 
ptesctit st leant, M the peuplo who are now 
(caving K tundra arc, for the most pirt, proceed- 
ing homewards. The owners of the river claims 
hire are strenuously eiccriincj themselves to 
tinif-li up by the close of the prcaent month, 
nnd in order lo do this runny of them have put 
on men at wages, while others, doubtful of the 
weather holding up so long, ate selling out 
their share*. Many speculative individuals, 
purpose remaining on the ground, io the linps 
of being able to aeeuro something good when 
the approach of winter causes the present 
occupants to leave. Races are bring cut round 
llis hills, to carry water to the surfacing ground, 
the whole of which will he washed over in 
fi1uie.es. It is likely, moreover, that the tailing! 
end stuff thrown up in opening the bed-claims 
will all be washed again in like manner, ao soon 
as the season permits — the presumption 
being that much gold has been llirown 
sway in theftrst worltine. As an instance or thin 
1 may mention that a splendid nugget of £3 ons, 
H rtwts. was found on Thursday by a brother of 
mine, who was working with his party (Meiers. 
T. Nunan, Tl. Forrest, and Koisiter) in a gulch 
about balf-a mile below the rich workings on 
the river. This nuggst had been struck and 
liroken by a pick, acid afterwards thrown, up 
um oris m ™me stones and dirl from the claim. 
The persons who struck it [we have since heard 
found a nine ounce piece, and finding no more, 
they departed, leaving this One specimen in the 
manner I have described, f rom the general 
appearance of the nugget, it would seem to 
have formed part of a lug* ealtc of gold which 
has been broken by the pick into several pieces. 
The lucky finders are now endeavouring to 
rnme upon the remaining portions, wliich they 
believe (hey will find if they are not beaten by 
flic water, which is very troublesome in this 
particular epof. The men whom I have fre- 
quently mcntlonrd in connection with a large 
Trice ubont a mile ctntl tt hiilf up the river, 
have opened some portiens of the river 
bank during the week, but have 
not yet commenced wishing. On the Idwct 
pari of the river the claims are being vigorously 
worked, hut it is impossible that all the ground 
r;in he worked out before the winter — some 
parlies having as mucli as twenty or thirty yard's 
<>i' their claims untouched. A wreck's rain would 
hind them completely up,uid unless, there fu re, 
they put on men or enlarge their compmiei, 
the) will shortly find themselves brought 
lo a stand-still by tho flooding of the river, 
.lust now, they are pretty much in the position 
lit iLc dofs in the manger. TUey have escta- 
t-ively large claims, cannot work them them- 
selves, and will not allow any one else lo do si, 
esccpt upon tho most exorbitant tcmu. 

We, of the Snc/wy River, were gratified on 
Wednesday evenini last, with » magniliccnt 
View, of that beautiful phenomena, (he Aay B ra 
Atitlralit. or southern lights. I dou'jl if it has 
(vtr been seen togrealer perfection, For some 
three hours the whole Tolume of the heavens 
from south-east round to south-west was 
illumined with a rich crimson light, radiating 
from a bright circle of blue which roue as. it 
were directly from the pole. At intcrviu> . ibe 
ndylie rays would shoot upwards till they 
seemed lo reach tho milky way— the stars, 
meanwhile, shining through the crimson curtain 
with peculiar brilliancy. Subsequently, the 
crimson colouring melted in to purple, then into a 
bright green, and finally, died away in a succes- 
r-ifitt of changes, embracing all the hues of Lhc 
rainbow. Some of the diggers were a 
little slurried at the appearance of this lumi- 
nous visitation, but beyond a days 
rnia. on Thursday, no remarkable change 
of weather his taken pbce. There ii now 
(Sunday;, however, every indication of heavy 
ram, the Hurrhargen clouds banning over the 
IMtmiums with a very dark and threshing 
aspect. 

Since posting my last letter, 1 have travelled 
for some dietaries up and down the Snowy 
lliver, nnd have visited that remarkable spot 
known _ as Lob's Hole— one of the most 
romantic and picturesque localities to be found 
in any part of Australia. Tho fine timber 
v hicli grows there contrasts strongly with the 
►now crushed trees found on these mountains 
and cm the table land around, while 
the change of temperature which is 
r\perienced on descending the mint- 
moth ravines. proves conclusively that 
snow seldom or never enters there. In (he val- 
ley which is situate at the extremity of the vast 
srulch, copper has been found, and, from tho 
tact of there being cjuarti rid gee on the sum- 
mits of the surrounding mountains, it is not im- 
probable that Jab's Hole alio contain? gold. 
J he road to Tumbanimba panes through the 
hole, and I need scarcely say it is a caution to 
travellers; it is hard to tell, indeed, which is 
worst — going down or coming op. I shall en- 
deavour to furnish a fuller description of this 
frngulir locality at a future time. My other 
travels were devoted to snmspeetion of the dig- 
gings down the river. They extend for 
several mdes, but it i, on lv within a 
tpace of three or four "miles that 
the claims yield profitably. I„ some place, 
be work is very heavy, the miners being ob- 
liged to blast away lie rock piecemeal from

The thimble - 
rigs and card-sharpers have taken alarm at 
recent proceedings, and are particularly careful 
in keeping out of harm's way. The volunteer 
police, or Protection Committee, baTe men 
cmployodya watching at night, and their aaslst- 
anee ban to doubt been useful io_ previsntinsr 
many robberies.

Hince his return. Dr. Lynch has been fully 
occupied hy Court work— the civil business, if 
1 may ho call it, having been pretty heavy. Ha 
leaves to-morrow in command of the escorts to 
Tumut, During his absence, Mr. J. I- Lynch 
will have the entire control and management. 
The office, under present circumstances, I can 
assure you is no sinecure. There ii enough 
work to occupy at least three or four persons.
